Borkeley, Californa. 
Earthquoke waves aro’ 
science 4 more and mord exact ple- 
turo of the geography of rocks deep 
in the carth says Professor Porry 
Byerly, University , of California 
acismologiat, in a summary of de- 
velopment of a method for detoct- 
ing and timing theso waves. 

Using tho speed of tho differing 
types of waves propagated by 
Western carthquakes and related 
data as a means of measuroment, 
Dr. Byerly finds that tha outor 
crust of the earth under continents 
Is {n goncral-mado-up of 10 miles 
of granite with varied thicknossos 
of aedimontary rocks overlaying, it. 
Underlying. the granite {s a layer 
of rovk, probably basaltic, with a 
thickness of twelve miles, 

In Southern Californla, however, 
tho granite haa a thickness of only 
about nine miles, while there aro 
indScations that the granite layer 
under the Slerra mountain region 
is perhaps 12 miles deap. 

Tho granite layer {8 entirely 
missing under the Pacific Ocean. 
Dr. Byerly states and the basaltic 
layer is the top.onc. Computations 
based on seismograph records of an 
earthquake . at Berkoley give _ tho 
depth of the basaltic layer undor]- 
the ocean as about 25 miles.— Reu- 
ter, F

The star, listed in astronomical], 


catalogues as Nova. Ophiuchi No. 
8, jd many tlinea the alzo-of the 
sun and {is some 18,000,000,000,000,- 
000 miles from tha earth. This is 
so far-that what the telescope re- 
veals to-day {s -something that 
happened 8,000 ago, for the Nght 
travels at the rate of 6,000 milea a 
year, 

With a great explosion of -gas, 
apparently, the star -has ” flared 
from one of tho twelfth magnitude 
to the brilliance of one of tho 
fifth magnitude. This.is the second 
known time this has been observed 
on this particular star, the earllor 
observation having been ‘mado’. 36 
years ago, . 

Scientifically, the most important 
features of the observation con- 
ducted by Dr. Walter §. Adams, 
director, and Dr. Alfred H. Joy, 
scerctary, of the Observatory, is 
that for the first time the corona 
nes of o star have seen observed. 

“This,” sald Dr, Adama, “is pro- 
bably due to the rarificd atmos- 
phera at tho surface of tho star, 
due to the expanding gases.” Tho 
expansion ja at the. rate of somo
